‘The sums spent by the people of 
United States in travel are astonish. 
ing. Figures published - by the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce show that in’ 1928 the “total 
expendifure of United States. citi- 
zens on travel outside their own 
country was approximately $818,- 


1506,000. OF this sum $660,000,000 


was spent outside North America. 
In 1929, the total expenditure is

‘Cork Harbour, involving an outlay 


of about $6,000,000, proposed by 
he American Corporation of. 
Ireland, New York, was criticised 
by members at the meeting of 
the Harbour Board. 

Mr. Mullan, the representative 
of the Corporation, who is its 
vice-president, ‘made. a’ lengthy 
statement to the board. Origin- 
ally he suggested Little'Island as 
the site of the proposed harbour 
works; now he would be willing 
for it to be built at: Cuskinny or 
So far as location was 
concerned it would be for the Har- 
bour Board to decide.. What they 
Hwanted was a national harbour, 
built on lines that would secure 
the support of the leading steam- 
ship companies as well as getting 
the shortest passage across the 
Atlantic, not only by steamer but 
by air. 

There would be,:he said, no 
charge for the preliminary. ser- 
vices by hia corporation. He 
had submitted estimates in New 
York for borings which. the Cork 
harbour engineer, Mr. Price, had 
prepared, and the Raymond Con- 
crete. Co. (of America) stated 
that ‘if the borings indicated pro- 
per subsoil conditions they could 
design and build a-harbour that 
would allow of 2,500. feet -of 
wharfage properly equipped for 
commercial purposes at a cost of 
between five and six million dol- 
lars.

‘As far as the finances were con- 
verned they would undertake to 
sit in with the Harbour Board and 
show ‘how to find the money. 

Mr. Anthony, who represents 
Cork in the Dail, stated that a 
very large body of the public re- 
quired to know who was to finance 
the scheme, Would it be financed 
in part by ‘the. Harbour Board? 
The sum of six million dollars was 
a huge sum. Did it mean that 
the revenues of the Cork Harbour 
Board would be mortgaged for 80 
or 40 more years? Whether this 
tcheme took , shape or not, 
Cork Harbour was already 
pretty well developed. Per- 
sonally .he would not like to see 
the board’s revenues mortgaged 
to such an exfent, or to a lesser 
extent, 

Mr. Lynch required that before 
the Harbour ‘Board adopted a de- 
cision they should have some as- 
surance from the shipping com. 
panies referred to by Mr. Mullan. 

It was stated by the general 
manager that the board’s borrow- 
ing powers were now very limited.

WELD QUAY. 


Commissioners Plan to’ 
Abate Nuisance. 


y . Penang, April 29, 

That something is at last being 
done to:improve existing condi- 
tions at Weld Quay was mention- 
ed at the meeting of the-Muni- 
cipal Commissioners to-day, when 
Mr. Ham, the president, submit- 
ted draft by-laws regarding the 
Storage of goods on the quay. 

Mr. Ham said that the draft 
before them had been fully dis- 
cussed with representatives of 
the Penang Chamber of Com. 
merce and the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce. Therefore, it had 
the approval of both Chambers. 
It was merely an attempt to effect 
some improvement ‘of existing 
conditions by insisting on prompt- 
er removal of goods deposited on 
the quay and by endeavouring to 
introduce ai little order in the 
methods of loading and unloading, 

The draft by-laws state that the 
storage of goods on Weld Quay is 
prohibited, except in the case of 
goods in transit from warehouse 
to lighter or lighter to warehouse. 
Such goods may be deposited.on a 
portion’ of Weld: Quay demar-. 
cated by white lines or by a raised 


curb; provided that in no case| 


shall they remain on the quay 
after midnight of the day of de- 
posit. : a 
Hitherto one - great difficulty, 
Mr. Ham said, had been to ascer- 
tain the owner of the goods at 
the time they were deposited on 
the quay. The new by-laws mado 
the owner of any goods: deposited 
on the quay beyond the time limit 
and any consignor, consignee, 
shipper or agent for the. sale, cus-~

Already there have been cases of 
mistakes made by motorists who did 
not understand the working of the 
amber, red and green traffic control 
Ughts. It is curious that among all 
the ill-informed criticiam directed 
aguinst motorists little attention has 
been- paid to bad eyesight, which 
undoubtedly, is responsible for a 
number of accidents. It has been 
stated that out of every ten persons 
who regard their .vision as normal, 
at least two should be wenree 
glasses! . 

Colour blindness is far more prez 
valent than is generally realised 
and, with the advent of coloured 
signal iights, will form a problem 
which is ‘already receiving serious 
There is one 
case on record . of a colour-blind 
fear, driver who, accustomed 
to the’ signal 
own town, used to drive in per- 
fect safety. Then he went to the 
theatre in a neighbouring town, and 
seeing, a light where 
should have been, drove straight 
‘into a petrol lorry. The position of 
the lights was different. . ‘; 

J think it is inevitable that 
motorists will eventually have to 
Jundergo some sort of eyesight ex- 
amination before being granted a 
cence. Probably not one man in-a 
thousand has heard of “tunnel 
vision,” yet here is a defect which 
may cause diffieulty at anyone of 
the scores of cross-roads In a fifty. 
mile journey. 

A driver with normal eyesight can 
see an object at: nearly ninety 
degrees from the straight line of 


vision, especially if that object be a 


moving one; but the man with tun- 
nel vision is limited to an area ap- 
proximately forty-five degrees on 
either side of the atraight line. 
Thus there is a blacked-out strip’ of 
forty-five degrees on either side, a 
darkness from which a vehicle or 
pedestrian may suddenly emerge. 
Short and long sight may be cor- 
rected easflyehough, though it is 
always an added handicap to wear 
glasses when peering :through a 
rain splashed windscreen. But. for 
tunnel vision, apparently, there is no 
cure save crawling along at ‘a speed 
which makes it possible ‘to 
stop literally | within’ a car's 
length. | Drivers of railway 
engines are | examined  peri- 
odically for, their eyesight; and 
in course of time it may appear even 
more desirable for: motorists to bd 
similarly treated.

“GOODS VEHICLES. 


More Loading Restric- 
tions Coming. 


“Signg are not wanting that 
operators of goods-carrying vehicles 
will have to bear .in mind the 
possibility of more restrictions be- 
ing Imposéft upon vehicles loading 
and unloading in urban areas, In 
the: Metropolis during — recent 
months,” states The Commercial 
Motor, . “this problem has been 
tackled with considerable stringency 
in a fairly extensive area, Un- 
doubtedly, owing to the ever-grow- 
ing volume of traffic on the roads 
to-day, this lead will be followed in 
many other cities and towns within 
the next few years. * : 

“Therefore it behoves purchasers 
of new vehicles to bear in mind the
